The 
scripture lesson was read by Rev. Mr. Elliott, 
It began at the 20th verse of the 15th chapter 
of First Corinthinans. But now is Christ 
risen from the dead and become the first 
fruits of them that slept. For since by man 
came death, by man came also the resurrec- 
tion of the dead.“ The choir then sang‘ Rock 
of Ages, Cleft for Me.’’ A prayer, read by 
Dr. Douglass, concinded the services. 

The President, with Secretary Tracy on his 
arm, first passed out of the room, and next to 
them came Mr. Frank Tracy, who was 80 
overcome that he had to be supported by two 
of the ushers. Following the procession 
came the choir singing as recessional hymn: 

Abide with me; fast falls the evening tide; 
The darkness deepens; Lord, with me abide. 
BORNE TO THE TOMB. 

The bodies were removed to the hearses and 
the funeral procession was formed, the cor- 
tege — slowly to Rock Creek Cemetery, 
just beyond the Soldiers’ Home, where the 
bodies were placed in a receiving vault to 
await Secretary Tracy’s determination in re- 
gard to their permanent resting place.

THE NEW YORK MARKETS. 


What Henry Clews Thinks of the Financial 


The following statiments appear in the let- 
ters sent to the customers of Henry Clews & 
Co. : 

NEW YORK, Feb. 3.—Confidence has been 
somewhat disturbed by the developments in 
connection with the Sixth National Bank and 
two other related institutions, The dis- 
closures were certainly startling, but as they 
were distinctly,of a'criminal character, andjnot 


in any sense the outcome of financial 
weakness their effects will soon 
pass over. The active rogues in 
this instance have been quickly 
brougbt under the grasp of the law, thanks 
tothe prompt action of the Clearing-house. 
The local money situation continues to im- 
prove. Funds are returning more freely 
from interior, and a healty symptom is the 
better demand for commercial paper, good 
names being in liberalsupply. A more im- 
ortant circumstance, however, which has 
ecn lost sightof by ldcalevents, was the in- 
crease of £1,488,689 inzthe bullion held by the 
Bank of Engiand; the proportion of reserve to 
liability baving risen from 39.91 per cents to 
43.12 per cent within the week. The bulk of 
the gold was obtained from Russia. Any re- 
lief of the pressure at London mustof course 
havea favorable effect here, indirectly at 
least. The firmness of foreign exchange 
draws renewed attention to the 
future possibility of gold shipments; 
and easy money continue here, 
with high rates abroad, we may 100& 
for an efflux of greater or less extent. At the 
same time our foreign trade continues in very 
satisfactory shape,owing to the heavy expan- 
sion of exports during the last three or four 
months. All factors considered, the outlook 
is still for reasonable improvement. The 
money market iseasier, and Congress is not 
likely to adjourn without passing some meas- 
ure that will admit of a necessary expansion 
of the currency. Rallroad earnings continue 
satisfactory, and the withdrawal of Union 
Pacific and Chicago & Northwest from the 
Interstate Railway Association is not likely to 
preolpitate any disturbaace of consequence.

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AN ELECTION CALLED. 


MAYOR NOONAN MAKES A DECISION IN THE 
MARSHALSHIP MATTER. 


The Date Not Bet, and No Determination 
Arrived At as to Whether the Election 
Will Be Held Under the New or the Old 
System—The Action of the Parties—Who 
the Aspirants for Nomination Are. 


Mayor Noonan has decided that there shall 
be aspecial election for City Marshal, to be 
held at the earliest possible day. He has not 
yet made a proclamation to that effect, but he 
has notiffed the attorneys of City Marshal 
Neiser and Emile Thomas that the election 
will be called by proclamation in the usual 
form in a very short time. 

To-day he sentthe following letter to the 
attorneys stating the fact that the election 
would be held and the reasons for so doing: 
Messrs. Wm. C. Marshall and Leo Rassieur: 


GENTLEMEN—I have had under consideration 
the arguments submitted by you on the ques- 
tion whether it is my duty tocall a special 
election to fill the office of City Marshal, and 
have reached the following conclusion, 
which is conourred in by Olty Counselor Bell, 
whom I have consulted on the subject: At the 
general election in April, 1884, Mr. Neiser 
who was then the Incumbent of the office, and 
Mr. Thomas were candidates for City Marshal 
and were voted for, and the last mentioned 
received a inajority of the votes cast. Litiga- 
tion ensued and it was ultimately determined 
by the Supreme Court that Mr. Thomas 
did not possess the qualifications of residence, 
etc., at the date of the election and was not 
entitled toa certificate of election. At the 

resent time Mr. Neiser, who was elected 

o the office in 1885, is hoiding over 
until his successor is elected and qualified. 
No certificate was issued on the election of 
1889. The above decision of the Supreme 
Court was officially transmitted to this office 
by the Recorder of Voters on the Ath ult. 
The city charter provides that in April, 1577, 
and every four years thereafter a City 
Marshal and other named officers shall be 
elected, who shall hold office for 
a term ot four years and until 
their successor shall be duly elected and 
qualified; also that the Assembly shall pro- 
vide by orsinanee for the election or appoint- 
ment of city officers required by the charter. 
Sec. 1089 of the revised ordinances of 1887 pro- 
vides that a vacancy Occurring in an elective 
office six months betore the expiration of the 
term thereof, shall be filled by a special 
election, which shall be immediately ordered 
by the Mayor for the purpose, and five 
days public notice of the time and place of 
‘holding any special election shall be given. 
Those provisions are to be construed 80 as to 
preserve to the voters the right to elect the 
City Marshal. The right is granted them by 
the city charter. Any construction that would 
deprive them of it is clearly against the spirit 
and intentof the law. 

I hold, therefore, that a vacancy exists in 
the office of City Marshal. and it is my duty to 
call a special election to fill the same, and the 

roclamation for this purpose will accord- 
ngly be issued in due time.

The Mayor’s letter gives a review of the 
situation aince last April. It is not decided 
when the election will be or under 
which law it will be held, but all indica- 
tions point toward an election under the old 
system, asit is cheaper and as there is noth- 
ing in the State law onthe Australian system 
which woald make the law appligable toa 
case of this kind. 

THE NOMINATIONS. 

Now that Mayor Noonan has ordered anew 
election. the next order of business will be 
for the two parties to make nominations. The 
nominations will ong be made by the Central 
Committees. The Republican nomination 
certainly willand Mr. Emile Thomas will get 
it without opposition. The most prominent 
ofthe Democratic aspirants for the office are, 
Tom Barrett, the chairman of the Eighth Dis- 
trict Congressional Committee; Henry 
Thien of the Street Department, 
and Anthony Stuever. Unless the 
rivalry betweon the candidates for the Demo- 
cratic nomination should become very 
strong the Central Committee will very likely 
make the selection to save the expense of 
holding a convention. Martin Neiser, the 
present incumbent of the office, will not seek 
n renomination, and would have no show if 
he aid. He will, haweyer, endeavor through 
process of law to retain the office, no matter 
what the outcome of the election. The points 
on which hie attorney, Wm. C. Marshall, ex- 
pects to keep him in have been frequently 
published.

Romantic History of the Beautiful 
but Wayward Woman. 


She Is Found in a Room at the Hotel Parle 

Unconscious From a Dose of the Drug— 

Is Now Barely Alive—Her Strange 

Career in St. Louls—The Wing-Glenn 

Murder, of Which She Was the Cause— 

Strong but Ineffectual Attempts Made to 

Save Her—The Sisters of the Good Shep- 

herd Lead Her to the Altar of Repent- 
ance, but Could Not Keep Her. 


Just about 1 o’clock last night a cab drove 
hurriedly down Chestnut street and stopped 
atthe south door of the City Hall. A tall man 
dressed in a dark suit, and with his face clean 
shaved, opened the door and lifted outa 
woman whom he bore in his arms into the 


Dispensary. 
The woman was unconscious and seemed 


to be dead, but Dr. Jacobson examined her 
and found that there was yet a chance to save 
her life, though it was a meager one. 

„What has she taken?’’ he asked of the 


man. 
„don't know, was the reply; poison, 
Isuppose. She was perfectly well an hour 


ago. 

Her pocket was examined and in it was 
foind an ounce bottle of morphine, half 
emptied. Then Dr. Jacobson knew what was 
the matter, and went to work. 

The woman was Marion Eaves, known in St. 
Louis as Essie Davis, a handsome young 
woman who has had more than her share of 
notoriety in this city and elsewhere. She had 
attempted to commit suicide in the Hotel 
Parle, a resort which is situated on the north- 
east corner of Thirteenth and Chestnut streets. 

SHE WENT TO THE HOTEL. 

The circumstances of the rash attempt are 
strange and the only cause that can be 
assigned is despondency. It was difficult this 


morning to obtain any information concern- 
ing the attemptea suicide until it was learned 
that the woman was likely to die and then 


those who knew willingly told how she had 
—— to be found in that condition in that 
ouse. 

Since she left the House of the Good Shep- 
herd a few months ago, Essie Davis has been 
Uving quietiy on Eighteenth street, and the 
neighbors all thoughtshe wasthe wife of a 
well-known Pool Alley employe, who occupied 
the house with her. Last Monday the man 
lost his position and he and the wayward girl 
disappeared. 

He went to work for White Carroll, who 
keeps a saloon on Chestnut street, and she 
bas had no definite place of abode. 

Yesterday afternoon about 4:80 o’clock a 
cab stopped at the entrance to the Hotel Parle 
and Essie Davis, sadly intoxicated, got out 
and was assisted up the steps bythe cabman 
who registered *‘McKee and wiff, Chic.’’ an 
led hertoaroom. He went away ina few 
minutes and she to sleep. 

The rest of the story is told by Kate Dicen, 
the negro housekeeper, who spends all the 
night at the place.

THE TRIAL. 

Once behind the bars both took the situa- 
tion very coolly, and seemed not in the least 
distressed by the death of their friend and 
their own connection with his taking off. 

Warrants were issued to hold them until 
preliminary examination, Wing was charged 
with murder and Miss Reno with being acces- 
sory after the fact. She had tried to shiejd 
Wing by saYing she did not know bim and had 
never seen him up to the time 
of the shooting. This was used 
as a reason for holding her but the real rea- 
was the fear of the police that she would 
leave the city if released. She was the only 
witness of the shooting and they wanted to 
keep her in sight. However Judge Noonan 
released her on May 3, after she had 
spent a month in jail, on a bond for 
$1,500 signed by Gus Branconnler. 

Wing did not make much of a fight, his at- 
torneys being chiefly concerned In securing a 
light sentence. He was sent to Jefferson City 
for ten years. 

Mrs. no waa very much devoted to him 
during the period before he went to the Peni- 
tentiary, and immediately afterward went 
into the Houseof the Good Shepherd. She 
there formed astrong attachment for one of 
the sisters, and though she returned to 
the disreputable life her affection for this 
sister was not diminished. While the sister 
remained in the local house of the order Mrs. 
Reno returned to the house to be near her. 
When the sister wassentto Milwaukee Mrs. 
Reno corresponded with her. 

Whenever Essie Davis, companions missed 
her from their circiefor a long time they 
knew she bad grown remorseful, and had 
shut herself in her room to write tothis loving 
friend. She didthis whenever a desire for 
reformation came over her. 

HER FAMILY. 

To those who knew the girl well her course 
was absolutely incomprehensible. Her family 
is one ofthe best in Central Kentucky. Her 
father was well-to-do, and her home life 
might have been thoroughly happy bad she 
chosen to make it so. As a little girl in Green- 
ville, Ky., she showed no trace of wild- 
ness, and while remarkable neither for 
beauty nor intellect, she was pleasant, 

ood-tempered and obedient. Her father, 
Judge Eaves, stood very high in the society 
of the section, and was well regarded in Hen- 
derson and Owensporo where he had lived. 
The society of the latter town is peculiarly 
exclusive and contains some persons of con- 
siderable wealth. It is quite in touch with the 
best of Louisville, which is the social metrop- 
olis of a larger territory than one unac- 

ualnted with Kentucky would imagine. Miss 

aves made her debut in Owensboro,and hav- 
ing become a beautiful woman had a long 
train of admirers. She was married very 
young and had an unhappy experience, but 
she never had any compulsion to her subse- 
quent dé@sreputabie course other than her own 
wayward inclination. She kept many friends, | 
in spite of her fall from chastity, until the 
tragedy which made her so notorious. She 
left her husband, came to St. Louls and 
entered an ill-famed piace.

TRYING TO REFORM. 

Shetried honestly many times to reform.

She tried to break away from evil asso- 
clations. Four times she entered the 
House of the Good Shepherd and at least 
once aspired to enter that lower 
grade of the order of the Good Shepherd, to 
which reformed women are admitted. Each 
attempt ended in her return to evil compan- 
ionship. She went into the country several 
times, bidiag from acquaintances and trying 
there to help herself out of the slough. 

Her numerous failures were matter for jok- 
ing among those to whom she returned each 
time. Her family never quite deserted her, 
and even when at the worst they wqnid bave 
helped her back to a better life if sh® had only 
asked their — 2 And that is why her case is 
incomprehensibie to those who know her his- 


tory.

Paris, Feb. 5.—Baron Stoffel, whose recent 
article advocating an alliance between France 
and Germany attracted universal attention in 
Europe, was scen to-day by your representa- 


tive. Baron Stoffel spoke freely and plainly 
and reiterated with emphasis and elaborate 
expression the views contained in the article 
referred to. He said he could see an apy 
proaching danger to the nations of Kurove 
which is fast growing in the East. This dan- 
ger, he said, makes a Franco-German alliance 
necessary for the preservation of the peace of 
Europe and to check the ambition of the Czar 
of Russia.

Young Abraham Lincoln. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, Feb. 5.—The report that young 

Abraham Lincoln is dying of pyemia is un- 

true. His condition is neither better nor 


worse to-day than it has been for a month 
past and there ie no immediate danger of 
death. The only reason for alarm is 
that the improvement in his condition is 
80 slow as to be scarcely perceptible. 
it was November 20 when the lad 
was operated upon for a dangerous 
abcess under the left arm, almost over the 
heart. The necessity for an operation was 
immediate, and had to be performed dy the 
physicians available in Versailles. The cut 
was about a foot long, inthe form of a halt- 
moon. After the operation young Lincoln 
lost etrength rapidly and fever set in, which 
resulted in blood-polsoning. It was at this 
time that reports of his almost certain death 
gained publicity. The Minister and his family 
were kept constantly at his bedside 
in Paris. Minister Lincoln then 
consulted the famous London sur- 
geon, Tom Smith, who advised him to 
bring the boy to England as soon as he could 
possibly stand the journey. Accordingly, 
three weeks ago, he was — 1 here, ex- 
amined by Surgeon Smith and Dr. MacLagan, 
who advised keeping him here where they 
could see him constantly, instead of going to 
some Southern watering glace, as at first in- 
tended. Since then the physicians have vis- 
ited him three times daily. The correspond- 
ent saw them and the Minister to-day in order 
to learn the exact truth about the lad’s con- 
dition. ‘The doctors say that while there 
is every reason for hope and ultimate 
recovery, still it will be a long III 
ness. he danger is by no means 
over. All signs of blood poisoning have 
gone. The patient’s blood had been analyzed 
in the last few days and found to be pure. The 
worst phase of the case now is that the wound 
shows no perceptible signs of healing. The 
boy does not gain strength. His appetite is 
good but his general physical condition is 
weak, indeed so much so that an attack of 
lung or bronchial trouble, which the London 
climate renders Americans so liable to just 
now, would almost surely have a fatal result. 
But as yet there are no signs of anything of 
the kind. To-day the physicians thought they 
saw indications that the wound was beginning 
to heal, and Minister Lincoln felt very much 
encouraged. 


Premier Greenway.

WINNIPEG, Feb. 5.—A little escapade which 
took place in Winnipeg, January 23 last, and 
in which the Premler of the Province of Mani- 
toba played an important part is the sensa-

Ex-Treasurer Renshaw and His Bondsmen 
Released From Further Liability—The 
Assessment Cases Now on Trial—Plians 
for the Proposed County Farm Baildings 
at Belleville—Keal Estate Changes. 


The Appellate Court has rendered a decision 
inthe case ofthe city of East St. Louis vs. 
John W. Renshaw, which has been in litiga- 
tion fora number of years. The case grew 
ont of a suit brought previously 
by a number of policemen and others who 
held city warrants for various amounts for 
an injunction to restrain Mr. Renshaw, who 
wasthen City Treasurer, from paying out 
more money than would leave a balance in the 


‘treasury sufficient to liquidate thelr claims. 


When Mr. Renshaw was succeeded by a new 
City Treasurer the injunction had not been 
dissolved, and he retained about $1,900 of the 


money in his possession with which to pay 
the claims when authorized to do so. The City 
Council subsequently passed an ordinance 
directing Mr. Renshaw to pay the claims, but 
it was vetoed by Mayor Stepliens. Not caring 
to hold the money longer, Mr. Renshaw pal 
it over to Treasurer Martell and took an in- 
demnifying bond for the amount 
with Mayor Stephens and Treasurer Martell 
as sureties. The claimants then brought suit 
against Mr. Renshaw and bis bondsmen for 
the amounts of their warrants and made the 
city plaintiff with them in the 2 
The Circuit Court gave them a judgment, but 
the case was appealed. The Appellate Court has 
just decided the cage by reversing the decision 
of the lower tribunal, which releasea Mr. 
Renshaw and his bondsmen from further 
liability. The case of the people against J. H. 
Wyatt; who was elected a Justice of the 
Peace in New Brighton, for holding court in 
East St. Louis, was also decided by the Ap- 
r Court, the decision of the Cit 

cing sustainen. The City Court’s 

was in favor of the defendant. ; 

THE ASSESSMENT CASES 

for East St. Louis are now on trial in the 
County Conrt.: A jury was dispensed with 
by consent, and the cases are being 
tried by Judge Thompson of Jacksonville.

The intimation from the Republican 
side of the House that the rules will be 
reported and adopted in the near future 
comes too late to free the Republican 
party from the obloquy arising from the 
resort to violent and revolutionary 
methods to secure partisan ends.

WISE AND FOOLISH FARMERS. 

News comes from Central Missouri that 
the prosperous farmers there are storing 
their own corn and are buying the cheap 
corn of the Kansas farmers to feed their 
stock. 

There is a valuable lesson in agricult- 
ural economy and political common sense 
ip this fact. The farmers of Central Mis- 
souri are sensible. Their lands are rich, 
but they have discovered that there is no 


profit in raising corn for the market but 


that there is handsome profitin raising and 
turning it into fat hogs and cattle and 


fine horses and mules for the market. 


The breweries of theirown State and the 
distilleries of the neighboring States of 
Iilinois and Kentucky consume vast quan- 


tities of corn. Large quantities of corn 
must be consumed in food products. 

They know that corn will certainly com- 
mand a higher price than 12% cents some 
time. The profits of their combined pur- 
suit of agriculture and stock raising en- 
able them to buy the cheap corn of the 
Kansas farmers for present use and to 
store their own surplus for future use or 
sale when the price of corn goes up. 

On the other hand, the Kansas prohibi- 
tion cranks have abolished the breweries 
and distilleries of Kansas in order to get 
rid of the licensed saloon, and in doing so 
have abolished a large part of the home 
market of the Kansas farmers. They 


have also increased the taxes of the Kan- 


sas farmers, who in addition pay the high 
prices for their supplies which the protec- 
tion tax they voted for makes. The farm- 
ers still cling to the agricultural folly of 
raising corn to sell and using it for fuel. 

It is a story of the wise and foolish 
farmers. Through their own folly and the 
madness of the prohibition cranks the

In framers of the present Constitution 


of Missouri wisely provided against vi- 
cious minority legislation by making the 
votes of “a majority of the members elect- 
ed to each house’’ necessary to pass a bill. 
This provision was inserted because the 
old quorum rule was too seldom enforced. 
Anybody who has ever seen the legisla- 
tive mill at Washington grinding out bills 
by the score in a House slimly attended 
by weary members who were paying but 
little attention to the voting, must have 
wished for some better check upon vicious 
and careless legislation than is found in 
the desultory enforcement of the quorum 
rule. That was whatSpeaker BLAINE had 
n mind when he said: 

There can be no record like the call of the 
yeas and nays; and from that there is no ap- 
peal.

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Rich Senators,

The filling up of the Senate ofthe United 
States with rich men, who virtually buy their 
election either by contributions to the cam- 
paign fund of their party, or by ‘‘subsoiling’’ 
in the districts before the members of the 
Legislature are elected, or by the purchase of 
votes in the caucus, is one of the most de- 
pressing tendencies or movements or devel- 
opments of our political life. It is not only 
corrupting and demoralizing in every way, 
but it deprives the country of the services of 
its ablest men, and substitutes in their places 
men of inferior mental capacity, and who 
take a low view of public life. It sometimes 
happens that a rich man gets into the Senate 
by virtue of his intellectual endowments, in 
fair competition with other men, but we do 
not think that any such person can be found 
in that body now. The rich Senators~are 
almost invariably dummies, frequentl¥ ridic- 
ulous, and generally too painfully aware of 
their shortcomings to take part in public de- 
bate. Itis usually said of them that they are 
very useful in committee work, by reason of 
their great business acquirements, and of 
course nobody can dispute this claim, because 
nobody except Senators can know what goes 
on in committee rooms. The truth is that 
they are as useless in committee as they are 
on the floor of the Senate, because the quali- 
ties which make a statesman are equally lack- 
ing in both places.

to oppress sucha woll meaning and public 
spirited enterprise, and that the company 
which is trying se hard to benefit the city 
should not be hampered by a load of objec- 
tions which would interfere with the sale of 
their stocks and bonds and affect their finan- 
cial standing in the New York money market. 

The 
contractors and speculators who shoved their 
straw man Sutter forward had ample oppor- 
tunity to learn what the contract was, and knew 
what they were about when they undertook 
the job; everything was down in plain black 
and white, and the contracts were duly ac- 
copted.

THE SULTAN OF MOROCCO. 


The Story of a Moor Which Bears Hard 
Upon the American ex- Consul at Tangier 
—Papers Guaranteeing the Protection of 
the United States Peddied Out by Mr. 
Lewis’ Agents. | | 

New Yor, Feb. 5. 
ORRESPONDENCE re- 
celyed from Tangier, 
dated January II, states 
that on that date the 
Morocco Times printed a 
story, the following be- 
ing the substance of it: 

Sid Mohammed, a 
poor Moor, called at 
the Nimes office and said 
he was in serious 
trouble. He 
oppressed greatiy by 
his sheikh, and hear- 
ing that protections 
could be obtained at 
Tangier set out for that 


he met a Jew named 
1 Solomon Azogue, his 
brother Yakoob, and Abraham Amse- 
lem. He told these men that he had no 
money, but would pay in installments what- 
ever was necessary to get a protection. They 
said they could give him a strong protection 
for $85, with five years in which to pay that 
amount. He accepted the terms and was 
taken tothe residence of Consul Lewis, but 
the Consul would not give a protection for 
less than $100. It was finally agreed that 
the Moor was to be given one for $85 in cash, 
and they persuaded him to sell them all his 
possessions for the $85. 
THE CONTRACT. 

They fetched a bag containing $85 in silver 
and proceeded to the publi¢ notaries, who by 
their directions drew up two documents. One 
recited that Solomon Azogue had then and 
there advanced the Moor the sum of $42.50 
in good silver money and taken as security

SHORT-LIVED HAPPINESS. 

The Moor said: ‘‘I went home iejoicing, 
and my family was very bappy for about. 
twenty days, until I received two letters from 
Azogue and Amselem, asking me to come at 
once to Tangier and pay my depts, amounting 
to $85. I hastened to Tangier to seek an ex- 

lanation from them, when they treated me 
— and told me that I must pay up the 
whole amount at once or go to prison. I 
reminded them of their promise to allow me 
to. pay the money in five annual in- 
staliments, but they would not listen to 
me. Ithen went to Mr. Consul Lewis, and 
Solomon Agsogue came as interpreter, accom- 
panied by bis brother and Amealem, butI 
objected to him, and a young Christian called 
Juanito interpreted. The onsul then left 
the office with thetwo brothers, Azogue and 
Amsalem, aud they all went into another 
room. They did not call me. I waited some 
time at the door and saw the three Jews come 
out. As they passed by me they shook their 

„heads ominousiyand said: ‘The Consul is 
going to punish you severely.” I became 
alarmed and hurried home to tell my family 
what had „ 

„About fifteen days after a soldier came 
with orders from the Sasha to the Sheikh to 
arrestme. The Shelkh took from me what 
little money I possessed, and sent me a pris- 
onerto Tangier, and at the same time the 
Sheikh seized all my animals, consisting of 
twenty goats, twelve sheep, three cows anda 
calf, which he sent to Tangier after me. 

IN A BAD PLIGHT. 

About three days after I had been in prison 
my two brothers, who had followed me to 
Tangier, succeeded in borrowing $85 from two 
Jews named Moses Pelboand Moses Mirgbi, 
for which they gave a mortgage upon all our 
famil roperty for $135, a in three 
months from the date thereof. They also bor - 
rowed from other people 880 or more to pay 
for the expenses attending my arrest and 
imprisonment and the seizure of my prop- 


erty. 

The $50 we were obliged to pay as soon as 
possible, andthatis all that we have been 
able to raise at present, and now we are in a 
worse difficulty than ever. The Jews demand 
their money, and have the right to take all 
our pespessy and put all three of us in prison 
untill the whole debt is paid, together witb all 
the expenses, which would, of oourse, be 
three times as much as before, and all our 
* may be seixed and sold at prices far 

elow its value, and if we = into prison 
there is no hope of our ever living to come 
— again, because there is now no one left to 
elp us. 

The Times editorially severely criticises the 
acts of Lewis and is unstinted in its de- 
nuociation of his methods.

Migs Phosbe Cousins Writes An Open Letter 
: to Judge Normile. 


Miss Phoebe W. Cousins addressed the fol- 
lowing open letter to Judge Normile to-day, 
In it she refers to the Weil case, which was 
reported in the Post-Dispactsa of Friday, 
in which issue the verdict was severely 
condemned. Sam Wel was tried’ in 
the Criminal Court on a charge 
of criminally assaulting Augusta Leuermann, 
a little golden-haired child of 9 years, who, 
with her blue eyes beaming with innocence 


and simplicity, took the stand in the Criminal 
Court and declared how. on three separate 
occasions, Well bad énticed der into his com- 
pany and abused her.

the protective care which marks in law 
a caricature of all that women vainly 
and ignorantly suppose to inhere in American 
manhood,

RIVATE letters ro- 
celved from Washing- 
ton by the members of 
the Executive Com- 
mittee of the World's 
Fair indicate that the 
delay that will be 
necessary before the 
question of location 
can be settied is ope- 
rating and will con- 
tinue to operate in 
favor of the candidacy 
of 8st. Louis. The 
work of the Commit- 
tees on Foreign Cor- 
respondence and State 
Action ‘is being felt by 
p the Congressmen and 
will increase in force from this time forward. 
THE DIFFERENT COMMERCIAL BODIES 
in the States that have as yet expressed no 
deeided preference, but have left the matter 
in the hands of their representatives in the 
lower House of Congress, have within the 
last month been very generally favoring St. 
Louis, and their proceedings have 
been communicated to the members of 
the lower House from their districts. 
The influence of this movement has been far 
more effective than the arguments brought to 
bear by the advocates of New York, Ohicago 
and Washington, and when the time for tak- 
ing a vote comes, many who have been 
counted on as favorable to other cities will be 
found in the St. Louiscolumn. Even more 
effectual than the support of commercial 
bodies has been found the advocacy that St. 
Louis has gained among the farmers and 
planters of the South and Southwest. The 
keynote of this part of the campaign was 
struck when the New Orieans Cotton Exchange 
pronounced in favor of St. Louis.

IN ACCORDANCE WITH

DAY'S DOCUMENT. 


A Weak Plea for Public Sympathy Under 
the Guise of a Contradiction.

New YorK, Feb. 5.—President John B. Day 
of the National League Base Ball Club in the 
address which follows explains his position: 
To the Public—I deem it a duty to myself 
and tothe men with whom Ihave for years 
been associated in base ball, to take this op- 
portunity of replying over my own signature, 
so that there may be no doubt as to my posi- 


tlon in the premises, as to certain unfair insin- 
vations which have appeared in the column 
ofa few newspapers, as witness the follow. 


ing: 

„But there is a chance for John B. Day to 
practically gain control ofthe New York Piay- 
ers’ League Ciubif he chooses to doso.. He 
could besides realize handsomely on the 
grand stand and equipments of the old club. 
Allthe gentlemen and the players connected 
with the new ciub like Mr. Day personally, 
andI have reason to belleve would increase 
the capital stock in order to allow him to come 
in. Better get in line, Mr. Day.’ 

Let me say, once for all, thatI deem such 
a suggestion an Insult to my business reputa- 
tion. Last autumn 1 refuted a similar insinu- 
ation by declaring that there was not in 
my nature any of the characteristics of 
a Benedict Arnold. Should I accept any 
such cowardly advice there is nothing that 
could be said in condemnation of my course 
that could be too severe. I have as a member 
ofthe New York Base Ball Club business 
partners who suffer equally with myself in 
this ungrateful conspiracy of our well treated 
players toruinus. It I were contemptible 
2 to desert these partners—esell them 
out, betray them—and join hands with the 
men who betrayed us and who now add insult 
to injury by making sucha suggestion to me, 
I should deserve the odium of all men. Be- 
sides asa member of the National League 
Club I am indirectly and have 
been for seven ears a partner 
of the owners of other ague clubs, whose 
interests, friendship and husiness confidehce I 
should also betray were I even to think of 
accepting such an invitation. Let it be un- 
derstood, once forall, lam not a Judas who 
willseli my friends for so many pieces of 
silver. It the players, whom we treated so 
generously during the years of our mutual 
success, succeed in their efforts to ruin the 
business we have built up that they may divide 
the supposed profits among themselves, I will 
suffer equally with the men who were betrayed 
with me, though I do not believe the uncalled 
for rebellion will result so disastrously 
as all that.

Barbarous Acts of Cruelty Practiced by

PROVIDERCS, R. I., Feb. 5.—Ugly rumors 
regarding the treatment of the inmates of the 
State Home and School, an institation for 
poor children, owned and controlied by the 
State, were reoeiyed a month ago.

Martin ©. Healy and Matron Healy had been 
gulity of the most abominable a of crusity 
toward the hélpless children in their charge. 
Among tht inmates whom it was charged the 
Superintendent bad inhumanely treated were 
George, Maggie and Julia Hunt, ehildren of a 


suburbs. The children told reporters W 
interviewed them in the asylum that they were 
well treated. Mrs. Hunt, however, obtained 
their release a few days ago and to-day the 
children talked more freely to a reporter re- 
garding their treatment. They declared that 
they had been schooled by officers to say that 
they deserved whatever punishment they re- 
ceived and stated that when they were inter- 
viewed at the home they knew that Mrs. Healy 
was st the key hole and that Mr. Healy wus 
up stairs with his ear to a tube which ran into 
the room. George Hunt, 4 bright 13-year-old 
boy,said that because some grease was spilled 
on the floor several boys were de- 
prived of their dinner and nad to go 
out in the fields, aig up potatoes 
and eat them raw. He declared that he was 
beaten with a cane on the soles of the feet 
until] he was lame. Healy, he said, would 
come into the room after the boys were in 
bed and if they would make a noise he would 


‘throttle them by twisting his hand in the 


neck of their night shirts, banging their faces 
with his hand frst one side and then the 


other. 

Julia Huntisa pretty girl about 15 years 
old. She says that Healy threatened to re-
